SOME PROPOSED . 
CHANGES. 


Election of Officers Abolished. 


A Bill to amend the Volunteer 
Ordinance of 1920 was read a 
first time at today's meeting of 
the Legislative t ouncil, The 
amerdments have been made in 
‘accordance with certain suge-s 
tions made by the Army Cou 
to whom the Onlinance was 
referred by the Secretary of Stato 
for the Colonies. The suggestians 
wera basad on a comparison with 
the Ceylon Volunteer Ordinance 


The “Odjects and’-Reasans” 
exptain the amendments now 
proposed, and from them we take 
the following :— 

The power of assembling courts 
of inquiry is vested in the 
Seoneral Officer Commanding the 
Troopa instead of in the. Governor, 
hut auch power is still subject to 
the approval of the Governar. 
Such courts are in future to be 
constituted of officers only and 
are not to be assembled by the 
Administrative Commandant. 

The power of makicy re- 
gulations for the government of 
the Valunteer Force is vested in 
the General Officer Commanding 
the Troops instead of in the 
Governor in Council, bat such 
power is sabjact to the approval 
of the Governor, who is required 
to consult the Administrative 
Commandeant. 

Clause T places under the 
command of the General Officer 
Ca:nmanding the Troops. instead 
of under that of the Governor, 
such volunteers a8 may be called, 
out by the Governor. in cases of 
emergency. In practice, this 
Wuld obviously be so. 

It has bean though! advisable 
to except the offence of murder 
frome the general modifications of 
section 17, and ‘ganerally to 
-provide that those modifications 
shall no} apply when members of 
the Volunteer Force are onacsive 
service boyond the limits of the 
Catony. [t will be noticed that 
‘under section 12 (5) no officer or 
volunteer is liable to serve beyond 
the limita of tha Colony without: 
his consant. . 

Clauses 9.and 10 amand the re- 
ulations dealing with the ap- 
pointment and promotion of 
officers and non-comnits-ioned 
officers; a return is to be made to 
the old system of filling vazancies

RESULT OF RECENT 
COMMISSION. 


Government to Exercise 
General Supervision. 


At today’s meeting of the 
Legistative Council there was 
read a first time the Bill intituled 
An Ordinance to amand the 
University Ordinance, 1911. 

from the “Objects 9 and 
Reasans " we take the follow- 
ing . ~ 

The object of this Bilfis nicarry 
aut the recommendations of the 
tecent Commission and the 
decisions of the Covernment 
thereon. . 

Ik ix considered that in the 
absence of the Ciovernor the 
Offer Ad ministering the Gavern- 
ment should be Pro-Chancellor 
and that there’is no necessity for 
ans Fro-Chancellorexcept during 
the absance of the Governor, 

The term “Principal” is omitced, 
because it seems unnecessary to 
have two titles for ode officer. 
Consultation with the S+nate on 
tho question of tha nomination of 
the Vice-Chancellor seems un- 
necessary as academic interests 
are fully represented on the 
Council. I:is therefore proposed 
that the VicwChancellor shal! be 
sopointed by the Court upon the 
nomination of the Council, with- 
out requiring “consultation with 
the Senate”. At least five mem- 
bers willbe common to the two 
bodie-, four of thes2 Hye being 
officera of she University. 

The Vice-Chancellor will in 
future confer decrees only in the 
absence of the Chancellos (Gov- 
ernoriand Pro-Chancallor (Officer 
Administering the Government). 

The Pro-Vice-Chancellorship 
is abolished, and power is given 
io appoint an acting Vice- 
Chancellor. 

Power is given to appoint an 
acting Treasurer. 

Tne risht of the Court to inter- 
vene and veto any decision of the 
Council or Senate is made clearer. 
The Court willin Future have 10 
meet at least once a year, and the 
accounts of the University will 
have tu he submitted to the 
Court. | Power ix piven to the 


|} Chancellor and aiso to the Vige- 


Chancellor to convene a meeting 
of the Court at aay time. 

The Vice-Chancellor will in 
future be the Vice-Chairman of 
the Council. . 

Theexisting Finance Committee 
is subordinate to the Council The 
new. Finance Committee, subject 
to clause 21, will bave complete 
control over the finances of the 
University. This is considered 
exsential. - 

Tris though: desirable that the 
senior member of each Faculty 
shosld be the Dean of that 
Faculty. ” 

Tt has been necessary to recast 
the constitution of the Council. 
Those members of the new 
Finance Committee who have at 
present? no seat on the Council 
will he added tothe Council, and 
alsothe Hegistrar. The Colonial 
Secretary is also added as he is 
the expectant Pro-Chancellor. 
The two Chinese members of the 
Legislative Council are also 
added. Power is also given to the 
Governor to appoint not more 
than two, additional merobers. 
This power cac be-made use of 
to secure the services of any 
persons specially fitted for the 
administration of the affairs of 
the University. In order to pre- 
vent the Council becomming unde- 
sirably large’ in .consequence of 
thess additions the members at 
present appointed by the Court

MACHINERY FOR 
PRODUCTION. 


“Universal” Machine Tool. 


On the machinery side of the 
production problem nice points 
arse often as to what the best 
machinery is, statea E'agizeering. 
In @ recent article on maehine 
tools we drev attention to darclop- 
ment in thts coastry and inthe - 
United States, as ranning towards 
the “universal” machine here, 
and the single purpose toal 
on the osber side of the 
Atlantic. Sir Henry Fowler - 
has ss mentioied = the _~—sinter- 
esting point thet when he visited 
the United States in 1918 with 
the object of procuring sn early 
supply of & British seronantic- 
al engine, be found this to. 
be almost impracticable in-nearly 
all of the large automobile works 
there, so specialized was thair 
machinery, whereas the work 
could have been done in prac- 
tically any British motor car 
factory. Here we come back to 
what isnow known as mass pro- 
duction which has been so largely 
advertised is connexion hte 
automobile construction, though 
the successful bicycle and other 
trades have been run on these 
lines for many years. Mass pro- 
duction first requires a sound 
design, slightly ahead of the times, 
and the possibility of meating an 
existing, or creating s Jarge de- 
mand. Everything turns on the 
saleable quantity and without a 
basis of this kind to start on 
it is impossible to enter. 
into. estimates —-of. the 
and output “of special 
tools. The same print exactls, 
though in a somewhat. different 
form, enters into every day shop 
work. How often are we con- 
fronted with the question-as to 
whether a jig, or a new. broach, 
or special form-milling cutter is 
warranted for so many pisces to 
be put through. The qi ntity 
production of the modera idea is 
simply an operation-on a Farzer 
scale with something more of 2° 
bazard introdaced—as—we-cann-s 
look, into the future and mars 
sure that nothing will: eriss to 
upset our calculations as to 
demand. - -
